Cg" About two weeks ago we noticed the arrest in 
this city of a young man from a bordering town in 
Canada, on a charge of forging the name of his fath- 
er, who had traced htm to this city. By request we 
refrained from giving his name. The whole story is 
now published m the Detroit Advertiser, and we 
make the following synopsis: 

The telegraph announced a day or two ago that a 
forgery had been committed on the Montreal Bank 
at London. The party was Alex. W. Anderson, 
who forged his own father's name. The circum- 
stances are briefly there: Anderson senior set his son 
up and assisted him in business by making an ar- 
rangement with the bank to endorse his son's paper, 
in a wheat and p-oduce bu-iness. He did endorse, 
and the son, by having bad associate*, squandered 
the proceeds of his business, and, finding he was 
commi; out minus, forged his father's name tor about 
* 10,000. The fight of Anderson on the Mtk and 
that of his wife < n the Mtk became known; the bank 
became alarmed; inquiry wasiuslitu ed and the for- 
geries discovered. 

The father traced Anderson to Louisville, Ky., 
where he was imprudent enough to stop and open a 
corresponderce with his wife. 

The father goes to the Louisville Hotel and search- 
es the register; while doini; so, one of the proprietors 
inquires his busiaess, and on the father's informing 
him, actually produces a letter addressed to A. W. 
Anderson. Esq , Louisville Hotel, Louisville. Ky. 
The knowledge that he was in the city or neighbor- 
hood wag now certain. The police were aroused, 
the capture easily effected in the open street, and the 
delinquent brought back 

The following is a portion of the letter addressed 
to him by his wife, who had been advised by a letter 
from Bu'rnwell in the meantime that her husbadd 
was accused of forgerv. The letter breathes the 
spirit of a true woman's heart: 

Waterloo, Feb. ■», 1n>«. 

I am just in receipt of you- letter, and was glad to hear 
that you were in such ifo^d spirits, but am very much afraid 
you are la trouble by this time.

Cultlt;k ok KAsniKRKiKS. — Your favorable no- 
tice of my lLaspberries, in the Ohio VaLev Farmer, 
has encouraged me to send vou in detail 'inv views 
of the proper cultivation and treatment "of this 
fruit, »it.'i soiuj estimate of the p.-o.i's arLing 
threirom. 

Of all the Iiasplserries I have tried, I have no 
hesitation in pronouncing the "Hudson Kiver Red 
Antwerp" to be far the most productive and prof- 
itable. It is very hardy too, never having been 
seriously injured on my plice, except in the win- 
ter of IMoo -'50, after which we had half a crop. 
And here let in ; say that I have not as yet cultiva- 
ted, to any great extent, anv other if the finer 
varieties, though I design to Jo so. Brinkle's Or- 
ange is said to rival the Antwerp in produetiveneM, 
ar.d being the larg-.r berry, with just as rich a fla- 
vor, it may surpass the latter in everything excej t 
color. If, however, as I am informed, the i ir.-n.e 
is a later fruit, it will not come into var, ■ tit: n 
with the Antwerp, but combine with it to lengthen 
out the fruiting reason. 

Mv directions, then, are for the Antwerp, but are 
no douot suitable for other varieties, with modifica- 
tions adapted to their different habits of growth. 

I wou!d select the location for the plantation on 
ground with an eastern or southern exposure; but I 
think the rasplierry will do well in unv situation not 
too much shaded or in a cold hollow. The>e and 
oliicr small 'ruits may Ins pla.itert lo advantage bj a 
youug orchaid of appl^ oro'.toeT large growing fruit 
trees; but in this case they should be removed as 
the treej grow larger and require the space. The 
soil should be rich (if a little sandy it is all the bet- 
ter) and deep It will pay well to subsoil and un- 
derdraw k before planting, if not naturally under- 
d-;iined. The ground should be liid off in rows, 
tour to live fe-st apart. The planting may be facili- 
tated by throwing out a d*ep furrow with" the plow. 
Then let the plants lie set from three to four feet 
apart in rows. I have hitherto set tbe plants three 
by four feet apart; but I design, hereafter, to in- 
crease the distance in order to f.-cilirate the cultiva- 
tion of the ground, and the gathericg of the fruit, 
and to jie niir, the sun to penetrate and the air to 
circulate more freely among the plants. And the 
de.-iraidi;ness of this free adiuissi.in of light and air 
will be manifest to any one w ho will notice the Nt- 
pe; iority, in q'luhty and quantity, of the fruit on the 
outside of th<j outer rows of a patch over that on 
inside rows. 

Select we.l-gro wn plants of the last year's growth, 
and take them up with as much of the root as pos- 
sible. S-t twoo- three plants in a p'ace, if you 
have a sullijieucy, as you will tluti tftt nun -'iuit 
the first year, with a "greater certainty of a good 
uumoer of young sprouia for the next season. The 
roots should be covered a little deeper than where 
they grew. 

My favorite time for planting is in the spring as 
early as the ground can be prepared. Fall planting 
will, no doubt, do very well on ground which i 
well nr.der-drained naturally or artiticially, so thai 
there be no danger of the plants being thrown out 
by the action of the frost. Tbe roots should not be 
long kept out of the ground. The crop of fruit is, 
(f cDurse, smali the nrst year; and, the roots not 
having attained much vigor, the young sprouts 
will l>e small, unless in very rich soil. Hence the 
yield of fruit will also be slight the second year. 
But now a vigorous growth of plants will be made; 
and the third year the crop will lie a full one. 
fi_During the first and second years, vegetables, not 
too spreading, may be raised between the rows; 
but afterwards the raspberries need all the space. 

When set out, the plants should be cut down (in 
the spring) within eighteen inches of the ground. 
The next spring remove the old wood, select three 
canes if there be so many, nr-d cut thsm do~n as 
before. At the third year, and afterwards, remove 
early in ihe spring the old (dead) wood and all su- 
perfluous plants, leaving from four to six in a place 
of the most thrifty. Cut thssa off three or tour 
feet from the ground, weave them together sliiihtlv 
at the top, and tie with a bit of string or wulow. 
Thus treated they seldom need a stake to support 
them. 

Stir the ground lightly with the hoe or cultivator 
with sufficient frequency to keep down the suckers 
and weed.-, of course leaving such plants undisturb- 
ed in the hills as are necessary to form the bearing 
wood for the next year. 1 his should be continued 
after the fruit is gathered, unless it is desired to 
rai.se plants for setting out, for the obvious reason 
that thereby the whole strength of the root is thrown 
into the plants to be left standing, rendering them 
more thrift v and better prepared to yield a full crop 
of fruit. I have recommended slight or shallow 
cultivation, for the reasons that the ground is per- 
vaded in every direction by a mass of fibrous roots, 
the wholesale sundering of which from the plants 
must, I think, be injuikius at any other season than 
late in autumn. Even then it is not necessary, for 
the ground is always loose and light by reason of 
these innumerable roots, and the shading from the 
.summer's sun by the dense foliage. 

It is recommended by some to set out fresh plan- 
tations aLd dig up the old ones, after three years' 
standing. But experience and observation teaches 
roe that the Red Antwerp, if treated properly, wiB 
continue in ull vigor ten or twelve years or longer. 
Indetd. with proper attention to keeping up the fer- 
tility of the soil, there would not seem to be any 
necessity of ever changing the location at all; tor 
this plant renews itself by suckers from the toots, 
and we can have entirely new plants every season. 
Neither does it seem to exhaust the soil rapidly. 
An annual application, after the third or fourth year, 
of a good coat of stable manure, forked in, with an 
occasional top dressing of wood ashes, seems to be 
all that is necessary to keep up the fertility of the 
soil. 

The rich, red, pulpy fruit begins to ripen about 
the first of July, and continues for four or five weeks, 
increasing gradually for the first week or ten days, 
then in rich abundance for about two weeks, after 
which there is a gradual decrease for a week or more 
to the clo-e of the fruiting season. The ripe ber- 
ries should • gathered three times a week, handled 
very carefully, and conveyed to market in a vehicle 
on springs. My pi in is to put the fruit, as soon as 
gathered, into boxes holding one and two quarts. 
If purchasers require re measurement, it is very 
easy to shake the berries out into the measure, 
without bruising them so much as by shoveling 
them up from a tray or drawer. Some use tin boxes, 
but I prefer wooden ones, because the tin discolors 
the fruit The extreme tenderness of the Antwerp 
U the great obj ction to it for marketing. But then 
a little extra pains will overcome the difficulty, and 
I krow nothing that pays better, at present prices, 
iu the vicinity of such "a market as Cincinnati af- 



f rds.

By this time we were sure he was 
one of t he large American slave ships, and we feared 
he would escape if he got tea-room; so the captain 
took a boat well manned and armed and pulled to 
windward to cut him off, when he would be obliged 
to take off shore; another boat was sent to leeward, 
the master, the only officer on board, being left in 
charge. 

The ship was not more than a mile and a half dis- 
tant, close to the surf. Seeing the trap laid for him, 
and that be could not escape, he ran his ship ashore. 
We anchored in four fathoms; the master took the 
whale-boat close to the ship, and was soon joined by 
the other boats. The ship w as rolling in the break- 
ers with all her sails flapping about, and appeared 
to be full of slaves; the master and crew bad aban- 
doned her w ith their bouts, leaving the Amer'can 
colors fly iBg. Then we ail beheld a dreadful scene; 
the slaves forced their way from below, jumped 
overboard, and soon disappeared in the rollers; it 
was terrible to see them. Our officers and mer, re- 
gardless of their ow n lives, pulled through the surf 
to leeward of the ship, but her heavy lurching for 
seme time prevented their boarding; whm they suc- 
ceeded, the scene was horrifj ing, the slaves still 
forcing their way up from the slave decks with loud 
yells, running to and fro, and continuing to throw 
themselves overboard. All attempts to pacify them 
were itfiiair; foice was necessan to drive thsm be- 
low until preparations could be made f i r their safety. 

We are told by one of the slaves w ho could speak 
Portuguese, that they were told the English would 
cut all their throats. As soon ag the l»oats could be 
attended to, the cutter was backed ur.der the stem, 
and a rope thrown her; then three of I he slaves were 
permitted up at a time ar.d lowered into ti e l>oat, 
the whale-boat conveying tbem through the rollers 
'o the large boat-, and so oa to the Sappho; this con- 
tinued li'-.til «S P. M. The surf increased, ai.d it wa« 
impossible to save more ti.at i.ig'ut One haadftd 
and eighty were rescued. The ma ter was left with 
a guard on board. It was an anxious and a sleep- 
less night for all. a3 death was rapidly decreasing 
the number of the poor negroes, who, starving and 
naked, died from utter misery — mer, women, boys, 
and girls, more than 200 on board the Sappho, ai.d, 
as they ceased to breathe, we were o'diged to throw 
them overboard. Fortunately, we had plenty of 
rice, which we fed them with, and placed them as 
best we could under cover of sails. As food and 
warmth restored them, in various ways th;y signi- 
fied their sense of kindness. 

On board the schooner the master and guard were 
with the remaining negroes in a perilous state; the 
former passed the night in the forecastle and bow- 
sprit, drenched by the spray of the heavy rollers. 
At dawn on the 19th, the wind and ?urf had in- 
creased; the ship had been driven closer to the 
beach; numbers of anned people were collected; a 
signal for asAstance was made; the captain went 
with all the boats manned and armed, when the na- 
tives on the beach, led on by the white men, appa- 
rently the crew of the ship, commenced firing with 
the intention of preventing the rescue of ?nv n'O r » 
negroes. This caniianed an hour before we could 
clear the beach, some of our shots apparently tell- 
ing well. Oa again boarding the wreck she was 
found breaking up, with her hold full of water. On 
the tide receding, her hull was nearly dry, and there 
was no time to spare. The large boats were sta- 
tioned to keep the beach clear with their guns; the 
cutter was^anchored at the back of the surf, and by 
watching the rollers they succeeded in throwing her 
a rope, when the negroes were lowered and hau'ed 
through the surf, and convey ed as before to the Sap- 
pho, 200 more being rescued; then the wreck was 
firs to and our people withdrawn. 

We were in such a state, with 380 negroes crowd- 
ing ourdeck r ; the stench was putrifying, and it was 
impossible to work the ship. In this state the second 
day closed upon us. We were 40 miles from Sharks' 
Point: the Captain resolved to go ia his boat and 
ask for assistance. They pulled all night in heavy 
rain, and at daylight on "the 20ch fortunately met 
the Vesuvius, "Commodore Wise, with whom the 
Captain returned. Commodore Wise took the ne- 
groes on board the Vesuvius, to be sent to Sierra 
Leone in the Alector prize. Having the slaves on 
lioard has caused much sickness; it is pasidng with- 
out any fatal case. We are ordered to the Cape, we 
suppose to cruize in the Mozambique Channel; if so, 
it is probable our bones will be left there; its effects, 
after what we have been through for twenty months 
on this coast, will be finishing. 

I have given you the history of one of the many 
American ships employed in the slave trade; six. I 
think, have been taken. We seized the Panhita 30 
miles up the coaat, and sent her to New York; we do 
not know whether the American Government will 
condemn her. 



A Spirit in Whstchestkr. — We learn from the 
Spiritual Telegraph that the spirit of J. P. Donnel- 
ly, who was recently hung for the Seaview House 
murder, was la3t heard from in Tarrytown, where it 
took possession of a "medium" in "a circle of eigh- 
teen intelligent persons" at "the house of Mr. Al- 
fred Lister.' In this tribunal the spirit made "at 
great length" a plea of not guilty, and expressed 
satisfaction because "that dear girl Lizzy" believed 
it innocent. 

It is not stated where Mr. Donnelly's spirit goes 
next, though we see no reason why it should not 
settle in Tarrytown. 



The question of divorce, that has long agitated 
the ecclesiastical authorities of England, has culmi- 
nated at last in the recent promulgation of an o der 
from the Bishop of Oxford to the clergy of his dio- 
cese, enjoining upon them to grant no authorization 
of marriage, how ever conformable in other respects, 
to any person who may have obtained a decree of 
divorce, if the husband or wife of such person so 
divorced be still living. This pastoral instruction 
has created considerable sensation, inasmuch as it 
comes In conflict with the authority and intention of 
the civil law, which allows the marriages thus 
to be prevented.

lived. The females uttered deep flJiaaB. and the 
men showed every sin of grief. Tlie light was 
burning in th<; ro<-m. but a tire was lighted in the 
court, a hicb was, accord ng to custom, to be k: pt 
I'urning umil after the body had been removed. 
The hearse ai.d mourning coaches arrived at the 
door of the Hotel laffkto at ten o'c cx k on Wednes- 
day m«r:;ing, but were sent away again, in conse- 
quence of the tire not having been burninc long 
enough. The funeral proces iou was no: firmed till 
two o'clxk. The hearse, w hich Bap/Hl inly cover- 
el with silver tis«ue, was drawn by six white 
horses. 

The chief Bjasjraof w-as the yasaaMl son of the 
late Queen, Mir/.a HaaBBBt Lekendal Bahada, who 
bears the title of General, and is a brother of the 
sovereign now confined in Cilcutta. He is a man 
of about thirty years of a^e, of good heighth, and 
rather corpulent. He wore on his forehead a di i- 
dem ornamented with rubies, and was dressed in 
rich silk and velvet rol'ei. Thh high personage ar- 
rive-i frnin LoaAia "li Xae*olaj , aeyJ oa i rwyiiling 
himself at tne Hotel L .fhttei all the officers and 
servants in tbe Queen's suite prostrated themselves 
before him. It is worthy of note that M : r/.a Haba- 
da, while following the coffin on foot, leant on tbe 
arm of Gen. D'Orgoni. A very great crowd assem- 
bled in the Hue Latitte to see the procession pass. 
When the body left the house, a number of Indian 
women of extraordinary ugliness, but dressed in 
lich and picturesque costumes, appeared weeping in 
the balcony ; they were probably attendants of the 
late Queen. There were about a dozen natives, 
w ho followed Mirza Bahada as mourners on foot, 
and there w as a line of ten mourning coaches, all 
filled. Tbe body was interred in the Mussulman 
cemetery at Pere la Chaise, the deceased being a 
Mohammedan Her name is inscribed on the regis- 
ter of deaths at the mavoralty of the second arron- 
dissement as ''Malka ivachwar, Queen of the king- 
dom of Oude; died, Rue Latitte, aged fifty- three 
years." A blank is left for the place of her birth, 
which none of her attendants were able to state.

A Fight in Congress Sixty Years Ago. — The 
first open finht which occurred in Cong e -is took 
place in old • -Congress Hall," Philadelphia, on the 
15th of February, 1798. The combatants were 
Matthew Lyon, of Vermont, and Roger Griswold, of 
Connecticut. What was the preci.e nature of the 
difficulty betw; en them will 'more fully appear,' 1 
probably, on consulting Niles's Register of that day; 
certain it is. tbe parties were intensely bitter toward 
each other, and appear to have "nursed their wrath 
to keep it warm" tor many days. 

On t e 30th of January, 1798, the two members 
bad high words, when Lyon delilierately spit in 
Griswold's face, [t seems the insult was rot re 
sented until the loth of February ensuing. On this 
day Griswold, or his way to the Hall, called at the 
store of John McAllister, 48 Chestnut street, and 
purchased a heavy cine, ami entering the Hall, 
whete he found the members in session, approached 
Lyon (who *a< sitting with his back tow-aid* him) 
and dealt him three heavy b'.ows on the head. Lyon 
recovered bitmelf at once and so!* d a pair of tongs, 
ar.d l>etween cane and tongs the tight was continued 
for some minutes. A song of those days describing 
the scene savs:

EVENING BULLETIN. 

Rotation of Crops — The article below on this 
subject is well worth a careful perusal. Farmers do 
not generally pay enough attention to a judicious 1 ; 
rotation of crop*, and as a consequence much of our 
\>nit Lin l is being gradually exhausted. By care- 
full} - studying the capabilities of the ;« it and lie:tr- 
icg in mici the necessity of returning something to 
i*. when such heavy drafts are made, keej ing always 
in view the different qualities of tte crops grown in : 
> reference to their exhausting or recuperating ii.rln- 
etscs, lands may and ought to Le constantly improv- 
ing under culture. Without any such study and 
culture, the man who ontiuues to grow a succes- 
sion of exhausting crops, no matter hew profitably 
as regard cash returns, is unworthy to be called a 
fanner. 

In 'he UV»t ->e have as yet little o- no land (fart 
will not produc; cl ver, hence, iu earn iug out a rota- 
tion similar to the one. recommended below, it may 
be best to substitute clover for pea*, the closer to be 
rown with the oats, and to be allowed to fall on the 
ground after mowing, and then to lie turned in when 
or, if the soil is much exhausted, not to be 
mowed or grazed. The decomposed clover 
will leave the land in the best possible condition for 
the succet ding tobacco crop. Of course in the West 
gumo is entirely out of the question, unless home 
made, but manure c.f all kinds should be carefully 
m ide and applied to the corn crop. The straw and 
wood litter, »e think, would be a better and cheaper 
application, if composted with the manure before 
applying:

ROTATION OF CROPS. 
Embracing t/ie Culture of Tobacco. 

HV KUWIX W. FHIEXI), DIXWIDDIK. 

From the colonial times to the present day, the 
tobacco crop has l>eeu regardtd as more exhausting 
than any other, not onlv by monopolizing all the 
manure collected on the land, but requiring annual 
clearings of virgin soil for its profitable culture. 
These clearings, after yielding two or three ctops, 
and parting with much of their fertility, were sub- 
sequently often impoverished by the continued cul- 
tivation of grain, ttirough a series of years, without 
any restorative process. But notwithstanding these 
facts, tbe a^grefjate area of land devoted to this im 
p rtant s'aple is probably ai extensive now as at 
any former petiod. Xor can we anticipate that its 
limits will l>e materially reduced for many years to 
come. Occasionally, wheu the m trket is depressed, 
other crops are partially substituted; but whenever 
a reaction takes place, the culture is resumed, so 
that the supply is never inadequate to the demand 
for more thau two or three coisecittive \ears. As ■ 
general bet, in all that portion of Virginia adapted 
to MfeaoMt it is the most pn-lita' le crop itt which th« 
cultiv .tor can direct his attention Exacting a* it 
is in it- dem-inds on the 1 ib.<r ami resources of thi 
planter, it yields more ready monr y than any other 
product; and for this reason therj us no projability 
that the cultivation will ever be abandoned. 

It becom-.s then an inquiry tf the highest import- 
ance, whether tobacco is necessarily an exhausting 
crop. For if it is to continue, as heretofore, under 
improvident management, to desolate some of the 
fairest portions of the State, every frieml of agricul- 
tural progre s will l»e jusiilied in citing his face 
against i», and endeavoring to strike it off from tl e 
list of its products. Bat if a system can be devised 
for its continued and eve.i increased cultivation, not 
incompatible with the progressive agricultural im- 
provement of the country, it will be productive of 
results of no inconsiderable magnitude. The cul- 
ture mi, tit then be pursued, no only without any 
anxious forebodings on the part of the proprietors 
of the tobacco region as it now exists, but it might 
l»e advantageously resumed in many parts of the 
country in which it has long ceased. 

Tne writ«r of this essay ventures to submit the 
following system of a rotation of crop", including 
tobacco, the result of much reflection and experi- 
ence, in the contident belief that the ol ject w hich 
every judicious cultivator of the soil should always 
have in view — namelv, the certain if not rapid im- 
provement of his land— is entirely practicable. His 
own success fullv warrants him" in recommending 
this system to all those — and they constitute the 
most numerous class — who combine the occupations 
of farming and planting. For those whose main 
occupation is planting, tne system may perhaps l»e 
not so well a lapted; but even in their case he would 
suggest its adoption to a greater or less extent, ac- 
cording to their respective circumstances. 

Taking then a farm, which we will suppose to be 
in a condition not aliove that of the average lands of 
the country, I would recommend that it should be 
divided into six fields as nearly eq ial in size as con- 
venience will permit. And here it is important to 
remark that the size of the farm and the number of 
liborers employed in its cultivation should relative- 
ly bear a definite proportion, the one to the other. 
It is generally admitted that, with the necessary 
attention to other crops, each hand can cultivate 
7,000 hills of tobacco. Assuming then the number 
of laUrers to be live, there will be 35,000 hills of 
tobacco, which, at the usual distance, will be equiv- 
alent to about 1% acres. This e timate will give 
17 acres to the field, or a little more than 100 acres 
of arable land as the proper size of a farm to be 
worked by five hands. If the numerical force is 
greater, the size of the fields should be proportion- 
ately increased. It is true that farmers may, and 
often do, extend their operations over a wider sur- 
face in regard to their force; but, as the cultivation 
is necessarily less perfect, it is believed that the re- 
sults obtained will not justifv the practice. In 
every course of tillage intended* for improvement as 
well as p-otit, the culture should be thorough. The 
rotation, then, on the six-shift system, will be as 
follows — the course of culture in a" single field oeing 
given as an example of the whole: 

First year — Corn, to be manured from the re- 
sources of the farm as far as they will go. 

Second year — Oats. Immediately after the oits 
are removed, one-half of the field is to be sowed in 
peas, with 100 Itn guano to the acre, on the part 
designed for totiacco the ensuing year, the vines to 
be turned under in the fall. 



Third year — The half field of peas after oats, which 
is to be put in tobacco this vear, should be thrown 
up in 3}4 feet beds during the winter or early 
spring, aud the furrows half filled with straw or 
woods' litter. If lime or ashes can be obtained, the 
land should have a dressing of one or the other du- 
ring the winter; and just before tbe plants are large 
enough for transplanting, an application should be 
made of one bushel of salt, a bushel of plaster, and 
200 lbs. Peruvian guano per acre, immediately on 
the beds and litter. Tbe beds are then to be re- 
versed, and tbe plants to be set out as soon as there 
is a season. It is preferable to confine the straw to 
the furrows instead of spreading it broadcast on the 
land. The soil will be rendered less porous, and no 
obstruction will be offered to the hoes at the time of 
the first weeding. It will also be in a position to 
afford to the plant all the nutriment that can be de- 
rived from it while undergoing the process of de 
cay. There will be sufficient depth ot soil over the 
straw for setting the plants, without running any 
risk of having a bad stand. The salt is intended to 
keep the cut worms out of the straw, and it doubt- 
less has some influence in retaining moi-ture in the 
soil. But it is used chiefly on account of the worms, 
the number of which would otherwise be greatly- 
multiplied. It will effectually prevent their rava- 



Fourth year — Wheat, with 100 lbs. of guano per 



Fifth year— Peas. The land thould have been 
plowed the preceding winter, and is to be sowed in 
peas by or before the 1st of June, and 100 lbs. of 
guano to be applied per acre. To get the full value 
of tbe pea crop, the seeding should not be postponed 
later than the time designated. After oats or wheat, 
late seeding is of course unavoidable, though the 
crop is still very valuable; but when it is practicable 
to give it the benefit of a whole season's growth, 
early seeding is greatly to be preferred. The plant 
comes to more perfect maturity, and the vines are 
prolific of fruit, furnishing the best food for hogs in- 



tended to be fattened and yielding an abundance of 
seed for future use. 

Sixth year— wheat, after the pea fallow. If 
practicable, as foon Bs f wttik after the wheat is 
hurve*te the field should I e laid down in peas, 
w ith 100 pounds of guano to the acre, for the bene- 
fit, of the crop of corn the next or seventh year, 
when the second rotation commences. 

It will thus be perceived mat peas are regarded 
as an important, and indeed indispensable auxiliary 
in the amelioration of the soil djriug the first ro*a 
tion. The frequent reedirg to which it is necessary 
to have recourse, in order to derive the greatest 
benefit from the vices, doubtless involves a consid- 
er ib!e amount of labor, but it is label ttiat is amply 
recompensed in the iacif — M H r<«!u' tiveness of the 
grain crop6. All labor aid expense that cin be use- 
fully appli* d no fanner should hesitate to bestow 
U[hiu his land; indeed, BMtulty compels it before 
success cm lie achieved. Asd the same amoui.t of 
improvement cannot be so dtttpty purchased in the 
earlv stages of rotation by MJ o'ner means as by 
peas ar d guai>o. During the second ro a'i in, if 
proper diligence has been Media the accumulation 
of manures from the re ou.ie of the f.iitn, the lard 
will be in a condition to product clover. But until 
this point is gained, whether sooner or later, the 
pea cannot be dispensed will-; :ir.d at all times it is 
profitable to continue its Use as an intervening green 
fallow, when two crops are grown on tbe same field 
in two consecutive year — M between the oats and 
tobacco in the second and third years of the rota- 
tion and between the wheat and* corn in the sixth 
and seventh years. 

• The practic* il working of this system of rotation 
is as follows: one field in com, one In oafs, the bait 
of ore Mi in to »acco, two in wheat, and one and a 
half in clover or peas. The oats and corn, being 
fed on the premises, may be considered as returning 
to the soil a larg- portion of what they have ab- 
stracted from it. The area, therefore, occupied by 
the market crops is only two and a half fields, or 
five-twelfihs of the whole surf-.ee. Under any other 
c mditions than those which. h*ve been indicated, 
this mijit !>e regarded as rather an oppres-ive svs- 
tem of culture; but by strictly adhering to the prin- 
ciples on which it is based, and carry mg them out 
wi|li energy and tidelitv, the recuperative powers of 
the 8;.il will be developed and the value of the sys- 
tem fullv vinoicattd. Experience justifies me in 
stating that it is a highly ameliorating course, and 
that at the end of the tl.ird rotation tbe land will 
have attained its maximum fertility. 

It may not lie improper here to remark — though 
it will doubtless have occurred to the reader — that 
after the completion of the first rotation, the alter- 
nate halves of the fields are to be planted in tobac- 
co. It will thus Iks only once in twelve years that 
any particular portion of the land will be cultivated 
in this crop — a period so extended that no exhaust- 
ing effects can be apprehended from it. 

But whether tobacco be cultivated or not, the six- 
shift system is believed to possess intrinsic merits 
which entitle it to pre-eminence over any ether rota- 
tion, whether regard be had to the permanent im- 
provement of the soil or the aggregate products of 
the farm. It is more particularly applicable to this 
region of country, which i> not n aurally adapted to 
the vigorous growth of the cultivated grasses, but 
which > ields abundant crops of grain uader judicious 
management. 

The improvement of the soil, however, may be 
still more rapidly promoted, and it3 fertility per- 
petu ited, in those localities — s for example in the 
neighborhood of cities, and on navigab'e streams or 
railroads — where lime or ashes may lie had at a 
reasonable cost of transportation. In light and san- 
dv sods especially, their liberal application induces 
a luxuriant growth of clover sooner than animal or 
vegetable manures, and they secure a higher degree 
of fertility in a sho t period of time. Varying the 
detailsof the system I have recon mended, by adapt- 
ing it to these" circumstances, and omitting the to- 
bacco crop altogether, the following has been my 
course of cultivation: 

First year — Corn. 

Second year — Oits. As soon H the oats are hir- 
vested they are to be succeedrd by a crop of peas, 
with 100 lbs of guano to the acre, the land being 
well prepared; the pea vines to be turned under in 
the fall for wheat; and the wheat to be manured, 
ei her from the resources of the farm or by the ap- 
plication of 100 lbs of guano, with a peck of plaster 
and a bushel of salt. 

Third year— Wheat. In the latter part of winter 
or early in the spring the field is to be sowed in clo- 
ver at the rate of six quarts per acre. 

Fourth year — Clover, top-dressed in the spring 
with any material that will shade the land and af- 
ford nutriment to the clover. Wheat straw is very 
valuable for this purpose, and coarse manure cannot 
be applied in a more economical manner. The land 
to lie fallowed in July Mr August for wLeat. 

Fifth year — Wheat. 

Sixth year — Volunteer Clover, to be pastured 
during the summer and fall, and fallowed in the 
winter for corn. It is only one year during the 
rotatioi that any field is alfowed to* be grazed, and 
this is the perioi I prefer. But every farm should 
have the benefit of a standing pasture. It will ob- 
viate the necessity of excessive grazing in case of 
drou h, and relieve the land from being poached in 
wet weather, while the soil will be sufficiently 
trodden by the hoof to prevent it from becoming 
spongy. 

To carry out this or any other systematic course 
of improvement, the farmer is required to make as 
great an amount of manure as the force on his 
farm and the available materials it will supply will 
admit of. When guano or any other manure is to be 
applied to fallowed land for wheat, it shou'd be put 
on at tbe time of seeding, and worked in with the 
harrow,, or trowel hoe, with the seed. But in the 
ca«e of a pea fallow it is preferable to apply orw»- 
half of the guano to the peas at the time of sow ng, 
and the other half to the w heat— say 200 lbs in all- 
adding always a peck of plaster and half a bushel 
of salt at the time of seeding the wheat. 

Tbe intervention of a crop of peas between tbe 
oats and wheat is regarded as of great importance 
and by no means to be omitted. All grain crops 
feed mainly on the same materials, and the pea 
vines supply in a large measure what has been ab- 
stracted by the oats. They derive much of their 
nourishment from the atmosphere and the subsoil, 
and return to the soil considerably more than they 
draw from it. Clover is sometimes uncertain — 
though less so where the land has Keen limed or 
ashed— but peas constitute a never-failing resource. 
Their value can scarcely be too highly estimated. 

While the rotation above described is recommend- 
ed as combining a greater number of advantages 
than any other that has come under the observation 
of the writer, and as being particularly adapted to 
the southern and eastern portions of Virginia, yet 
almost any system, if faithfully carried out, is pre- 
ferable to "the absence of all svsteru which prevails 
so extensively among us. What we need, more 
than anything else, is systematic farming, and there 
can be none deserving the name that is not founded 
on a fixed rotation. Rotation and improvement are 
corelative terms; the latter cannot be carried on 
without the former. They must proceed together or 
no steady progress in agriculture can be effected. 
The writer is aware that, since the introduction of 
guano, and ulso in the neighborhood of cities where 
large quantities of fertilizing materials may be col- 
lected, a systematic culture has not been deemed 
essential. There have not been wanting ardent and 
enthusiastic, though perhaps inexperienced farmers, 
who have advocated tbe doctrine that the same land 
may be cultivated for a series of years with contin- 
ually increasing crops. Under a system of high 
pressure it may be admitted that this is practicable. 
But these conditions do not apply to the country at 
large. With only the ordinary means of improve- 
ment at command, however industriously they may 
be applied, there is do land capable of resisting the 
ruinous effect.- of continual cropping. Tbe free use 
of ameliorating crops is absolutely necessary. Tbe 
only contingency in which a departure from a fixed 
rotation can be justified, if it can be* justified at all, 
is when some particular crop happeas to be in unu- 
sual demand on account of previous years of failure, 
and the prices consequently above the average range. 
To meet the demand for wheat for the last two or 
three vears, tbe product has been greatly augment- 
ed, not only by the increased breadth of laud which 
has been given to its culture, but by the excessive 
use of guano; while the most extraordinary exer- 
tions have been made to extend the tobacco crop the 
present year. It may be doubted, however, whether 
in the end the farmer receives a full compensation 
in the enhanced price of the crop for the excessive 
draft on his land. Be this as it may, the practice 
should only form the exception and not the rule. 
There should, at least, be no infringement on the 



established routine except in seasons of extraordi- 
nary scarcitvand corre.- ponding demand.
